Continental France is 
neither of a mind to encourage it 
or support it. If the OAS were to 
extend its gains to take over the 
government in Paris, there would 
he some sort of civil war, begin- 
ning, perhaps, with a nationwide 
strike. 


It is against this background 
that the former premiers have 
heen seeking to form some sort 
of organization to take over 
should Gen. de Gaulle be assas- 
sinated or be forced to resign. 
Mendes-France, perhaps the most 
respected and trusted of these 
premiers, has been put forward 
as a sort of symbol of this buffer 
— the extreme right and 
eft. 


This fact of French travail 
greatly complicates the task of 
the President of the United States. 
It involves NATO. It frustrates 
the making of an over-all foreign 
policy. It complicates the German 
and Berlin problems. — 


And, all of this, of course, is

Former Georgia Rep. Hugh 
Peterson, who served six terms 
in the U.S. House of Representa- 
tives, died Tuesday morning in 
the C. J. Harris Community Hos- 
pital, Sylva, N.C. He was 63. 


* The former congressman suf- 
Yered a stroke last Wednesday in 
‘Sylva, the day after he had at- 
‘tended the funeral of a colleague, 
‘Rep. Paul Brown, in Elberton. 
‘Peterson and his wife had been 
‘vacationing in the North Carolina 
mountains. 


* A native of Aijiley, Peterson 

Served as mayor of that town at 
the age of 24. He had been a 
member of both the Georgia Sen- 
‘ate and House of Representatives 
from 1923 to 1931, before his elec- 
‘tion to Congress in 1935. 


. He served in the House from 
1935 to 1947 and was chairman 
of the House Territories Commit- 
‘tee. In that position, he pushed 
for the development and strength- 
ening of Alaska’s defenses as ear- 
ly as 1945. 


Peterson played a major part in 
the passing of the Reorganization 
Act of 1931, a bill which consoli- 
dated several state departments 
and agencies. 


He was one of a few Southern 
congressmen to vote against the 
WPA, and in 1941 he changed his 
vote to favor the extension of the 
draft, causing the bill to be passed 
by one vote. 


Peterson was defeated in the 
congressional race of 1946 by the 
late Prince Preston, at which 
time he Yreturtied to private law 
practice in Washington, D.C., Sa- 
vannah and Ailey. 


In“1948 he was named by Gen. 
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Lucius D. Clay to an advisory |, 


panel on West Germany. He 
served on the panel until 1950. 


He had been mentioned as a 
possible Georgia gubernatorial 
candidate for the 1937 campaign, 
but he declined to run, 


Peterson was a graduate of 
Brewton-Parker Institute. He at- 
tended the University of Georgia 
and the U.S. Military Academy. 
Before entering politics, he was 
editor of the Montgomery Moni- 
tor, Mt. Vernon, Ga. 


He was a brother-in-law of Sen. 
Richard B. Rugsell and supported 
Russell for the Democratic nomi- 
nation for president in 1952: He 
was a nephew by marriage of 
Mrs. Eugene Talmadge. 


Peterson was a Mason, a mem- 
ber of the Ailey Methodist Church, 
where he was on the board of 
stewards, and a member of the St. 
Andrew Society. He was an Elk 
and a member of the Lions Club 
International. He was a member 
of the American Legion, the Geor- 
gia Bar Association, and the Geor- 
gia Society of Washington, of 
which he was past president. 


Funeral services will be at 3 
p.m. Thursday at the graveside 
in the Peterson family cemetery,

former Patience Russell, sister of 
Sen. Richard B. Russell, and a 
son, Lt. Hugh Peterson Jr., of the 
Army’s Judge Advocate Staff in 
Washington.

ACCRA, Ghana — The political 
thunderheads which have been 
building up ominously over 
Ghana the past week Tuesday uh- 
leashed a downpour which—judg- 
ing from the intensity of its initial 
onslaught—could soon develop into 
a howling hurricane. 


The government of Ghana an- 
nounced the arrest of 48 persons 
accused of clandestine and dan- 
gerous activities. Two leaders of 
the opposition United Party sought 
by the police—J, B. Danquah, a 
leading lawyer and an executive 
member of the party, and Obet- 
sibi Lamptey, also a lawyer— 
were still at large. 


UNIONISTS HELD 


On the list of those detained 
appears the name of P. K. Quai- 
doo, a former minister and mem- 
ber of President Kwame Nkru- 
mah’s ruling party, the Conven- 
tion Peoples Party. He has since 
become an outspoken critic of the 
government. 


The 48 arrested include trade 
union leaders, mostly railway 
workers from the twin ports of 
Takoradi and Sekondi. Takoradi 
provided the hard core of the 
recent strike that paralyzed 
Ghana’s railway transport for 18 
days. Market women who organ- 
ized the feeding of strikers were 
also arrested. 


The arrests began early Tues- 
day. 


At 5 am. police went to the 
home of Kwame Kesse—Adu, one 
of Ghana's most distinguished and 
respected journalists, and placed 
him under arrest. 


ONLY FEW WORDS 


When this correspondent later 
visited the 39-year-old newsman 
at the Nima police station, where 
he was being held prior to re- 
moval to the main Accra prison, 
I was allowed only a few words 
with him. 

Although the police superinten- 
dent in charge refused to tell me 
the charges against Kesse—Adu 
I learned from the latter that he 
was being held under the Pre- 
ventive Detention Act (Ghana's 
notorious law whereby a person 
can be arrested and held for up 
to five years without trial.) 


As I was hustled out of the po- 
lice station Kesse—Adu chided 
after me: 


FOR 5 YEARS? 


“Tell all the boys that I'll see 
them in five years.” - 


It is obvious he was arrested 
because, as city editor of Ghana’s 
only independent newspaper, the 
Ashanti Pioneer, he at times was 
an outspoken critic of President 
Nkrumah’s increasingly leftist po- 
litical tendencies and programs. 
A newspaperman for 17 years he 
always courageously upheld the 
highest journalistic principle of 
free speech and objective re- 
porting. 

It is clear from Tuesday's events 
that a purge of those Ghanaians 
who oppose Nkrumah’'s policies 
is now.on, It is also clear that 
this is only the beginning and 
that many more heads will roll be- 
fore jt is over. “Who will be 
next?”’ is the question on every- 
one's lips. '

For the chocolate icing: Melt 
chocolate pieces with evapor- 
ated milk over low heat. Re- 
move from heat.

An additional day, of course, would be a break for Mantle. It’s 
almost a cinch he’ll be in there if the first game is played Thursday. 
If the Mick doesn’t go to post in the opener, Houk intends to shift 
Roger Maris to center and install either Hector Lopez or John 
Blanchard in right, Yogi Berra will patrol left. With Berra and 
Lopez as outfield playmates, Maris may get in more running than 
aa ee He'll be the center, left center and right center 
ielder,. 


Even if Maris isn’t too tired to swing, he may not get many 
opportunities to extend his record home run production if Mantle 
doesn’t play. For sure, Manager Fred Hutchinson will be more 
prone to walk Maris without the menacing Mantle in the batting 
order. 


Hutchinson, a fierce competitor during his hurling days, hasn't 
abandoned the idea of retiring the fabulous Maris. 


“Sure, Maris can be pitched to,”’ he ‘told reporters Tuesday. 
“Anyone can be pitched to. I’m aware that Maris had 61 home runs 
this year. But what did be bat—.260.” 


The M-M boys, who contributed 105 of the record 240 Yankee 
homers, are the big guns, but Houk has a large arsenal of long-ball 
belters. Skowron, Berra, Blanchard and Elston Howard each mauled 
more than 20 homers. And, of course, Howard led the Yankee marks- 
men in accuracy, belting a lusty .348. 


Though the Yankees did not get to home plate Tuesday, they 
braved the elements to get in running and pitching warm-ups. 
Hutchinson declared a complete holiday for his men. 


—OQld Casey Is Back in the Big Town 


Rain or shine, with or without Mantle, the Yankees remain a 
solid 11-5 favorite to whip the Reds. But the oddsmakers don’t 
think the Yanks can sweep four straight as they did in 1939, which 
was the last time the Reds were in the opposite corner. They’re 
laying 6-1 that the Reds will win at least one game. 


Meanwhile, the Series setting seemed more normal after George 
Weiss and Casey Stengel got in on the act. The shrewd Weiss, 
molder of the present Yankee dynasty, and the incomparable 
Stengel, winner of 10 pennants and seven World Series, pitched a 
press party on the eve of the Series. 


Excuse for the New York Met shindig was introduction of 
new coaches Cookie Lavagette and Solly Hemus, who have 
something in common with Stengel. All three were fired as 
major league pilots. 


Stengel, of course, needs no excuse to start talking with men in 
town with typewriters from every nook of the nation. 


Expounding on his choice of two former managers as coaches, 
Stengel explained that he would like to employ all the ousted 
pilots, but he could not afford to crowd the park with coaches. 


For the first time in many moons, Stengel is more interested 
in a draft than the outcome of the World Series. The new Mets 
will stock their club via the draft the day after the’ Series ends. 
In fact, Stengel may not go to Cincinnati when they change stages. 


Everyone in the big town seems elated to have Casey at the 
Series—even as a spectator, a role he is likely to become ac- 
customed to as pilot of the Mets.
